We ore qailo aware 
that on Iho other side of tho lino tho 
popular doctrino is " estoriniiiution o( 
tho uborigiiieB,"— find, in ihai viow, tho 
pohcy adopted by tho Government may 
poesibl; be entitled to be regarded an, 
nj)0ii tho whole, tolerably suooessfol. 
^t, looking at it simply in llie light 
of the gold and the blood it bus cost the 
nation, wo think it will bo foQiid to have 
been a very expcut-ivo policy. Viowod 
in tho higher ligiii — tho liglit il 
Heaven's justice — iho case ia still worse. 
For our own purl, wo prefer the policy 
under wliich tbo poor Indians iiicroaHu 
and become happy, intelligent, ■-■yal 
and industrious aubjucl^'t Wo say it io 
a happy refluciioii that the iiidiann dI 
British Columbia uro to become the sub- 
jects of such a Fuccobii-ful and truly beat- 
ficent policy. A change for tbo better 
is not uonceded, fur it must bo ad- 
mitted tbik littlo effort ban over 
been made by tbo local Government 
towards improving the condiiion of tho 
Datives. Tlie viciims of the vices of civilizaiion, 
tbey have ior tbu most part yet to lasie iu 
blesimgs, at ioaet in so far as iho Gov- 
emmeot is coDcomtd, VVbalevtr ban been 
dune towaids omeliorating tbeir tjocinl and 
moral •oodition ia dao to (Jbristlan cflurt, 
and v>i; ote happy lo know ibai eucb effort 
has Dol been thrown awuy.
